1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1 , and 
3-16 are allowed over the prior art of record. The prior art of record teach removal of 
particulate matter from aqueous suspension, e.g. yeast from beer by Crossflow 
microfiltration using ceramic membranes, selection of a particular ceramic membrane 
depending of pH and Zeta potential of the particulate in the suspension is not 
suggested. The process of the invention requires that either the pH of the suspension 
be monitored to rich to the same zeta potential of a particular ceramic membrane, or 
that the membrane material (ceramic) be capable of having the same Zeta potential at a 
predetermined pH condition, which is also not found in the prior art of record. The 
present amendment is supported by the specification, page 5, last paragraph, bridging 
page 6, lines 1-8, page 8, lines 25-31, and page 9 lines 1-17.
